ARTICLE 2. To hear and act upon reports of town officers 
and committees. 


ARTICLE 3. To determine whether the town will vote 
to transfer from the overlay reserve fund to the reserve 
fund of the town the sum of $7,500.00 or such other sum as 
the town may deem proper in the premises. 


ARTICLE 4. To determine whether the Town will vote 
to amend the vote passed under Article 11 of the warrant 
for the annual Town Meeting held March 30, 1931 by re- 
ducing the amount of the appropriation for certain exten- 
sions to the water system from $138,500 to $13,000 and re- 
voking the authority now in force to issue an additional 
bond in the sum of $500.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ended December 31, 19385, and include herein the budget of 
appropriations recommended for the year 1936 as provided 
by Section 5 of Article II of the By-Laws. 

At the annual town meeting held March 25, 1935, Bren- 
ton H. Dickson, Jr., was re-elected as a member of the Board 
for a term of three years. The Board organized immediate- 
ly after the annual town meeting by the election of Mr. Tyler 
as Chairman and Mr. Young as Secretary. 

During the year 1935 the Board held twenty-seven meet- 
ings and four public hearings. Members of the Board 
have also from time to time conferred with other town offi- 
cers and have attended hearings at the offices of the County 
Commissioners of Middlesex County and at the State House 
in Boston. 

The list of officers and committees elected or appointed 
during the year and also a list of licenses and permits grant- 
ed by the board are set forth in detail in the Town Records 
printed hereinafter in this volume. 


Town Finances 


The Selectmen have had several conferences with the 
members of the Finance Committee and unanimously recom- 
mended the table of appropriations appearing immediately 
after this report. The total appropriations recommended 
amount to $237,652.03 as compared with $253,303.02 which 
was the sum appropriated last year. 

Slight increases are necessary for salaries and wages. 
The town at the annual meeting in March 1935 restored 
two-thirds of the pay cut previously voted by the town in 
March 1933 but this went into effect as of April 1, 1935. This 
resulted in adding to the appropriations last year one-half 
of the amount of the 10% reduction because an increase of 
two-thirds for nine months of the year equals 50%. The 
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added expense for the current year will be 1624 % of the pay 
cut which must be added to all salary accounts. 

Certain other items require explanation. The expenses 
for land damages in connection with the by-pass have now 
been completed. The last three cases out of approximately 
forty different land takings were disposed of in 1935, one by 
a judgment of almost $7,000 after trial and jury verdict 
and the other two by settlements out of court. 

Another appropriation which requires explanation is the 
item of $5,077.03 under Recreation Park Department—Land 
Taking. A number of years ago the town voted to take for 
park purposes the parcel of land lying to the west of the 
Town House and an appropriation of $5,000 was made to cov- 
er possible damages. The case finally came to trial before a 
judge without a jury and judgment was awarded to the 
plaintiff, Mr. George H.D. Lamson, which with interest 
amounted to $10,077.08. It was obviously to the advantage 
of the town to apply the judgment at once rather than let 
it run at interest and therefore the Selectmen directed the 
Treasurer to pay the balance over and above the appropri- 
ation directly from the treasury. This resulted in an over- 
draft of $5,077.08 which sum must now be appropriated in 
order to correct the books of the town. This appropriation 
will not affect the tax rate because the amount appropriated 
will not be spent but will merely be added to the surplus in 
the treasury and thereby become available as a revenue. It 
is purely a bookkeeping transaction. 

Attached to the Selectmen’s report is the report of 
Thomas A. Tilton who has acted as Selectmen’s Agent in 
connection with federal projects under the Emergency Re- 
ef Administration and the Works Progress Administration. 
During 1935 an average of forty-seven residents of Weston 
were employed on federal projects. The town spent from 
various appropriation items $11,762.16 for materials, equip- 
ment and supervision and the persons employed received 
from the federal government $23,778.19 in wages. A num- 
ber of valuable projects were completed and others are now 
in progress and will be continued as long as federal money 
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remains available. Whether or not we approve of the gov- 
ernment’s policy of spending federal money for this relief 
work, it is obvious that the town should take advantage of 
the opportunity to secure employment for our citizens and 
thereby carry forward projects which are of real benefit and 
value to the town. The Selectmen have approved no proj- 
ects which were not of real public benefit. At the request of 
the Works Progress Administration, a transfer from the 
Reserve Fund was made in December amounting to 
$3,962.38 so that there would be available necessary funds 
in case of emergency without drawing on regular depart- 
mental appropriations. Following this policy, we have in- 
serted in the budget an additional $3,000 for federal proj- 
ects. This has enabled us to reduce the highway appropri- 
ation by $2,000. 

We have reduced from $5,000 to $2,500 the appropriation 
for Library Incidentals because of the fact that there is 
available in the dog license fund $2,835.33 for library pur- 
poses. 

The expenses for law have been substantial in recent 
years due to land damage cases and other litigation. We 
contemplate less expense during the present year. In 1935, 
in addition to the three land damage cases referred to in 
connection with the Boston Post Road or by-pass and the 
case of Lamson v. Weston, we had three cases before the 
Board of Tax Appeals, the case of Bronner v. Weston, in 
which Judge Donnelly awarded, $1,084.09 to the plaintiffs 
for damages on account of a defective highway, while the 
Selectmen settled for $178.65 the claim of Emmet J. Bryson 
of similar nature. 

Article 4 of the warrant relates to an unexpended loan bal- 
ance of $500 which was authorized in 1931. The appropri- 
ation and loan authorized in that year amounted to $13,500, 
of which only $13,000 was used. The remaining item of $500 
was never in fact borrowed and it would be too expensive 
and inconvenient now to issue one $500 bond. The auditor 
has requested a vote authorizing him to strike this item

from the books and an appropriate vote will be offered at 
- the town meeting for this purpose. 


The Davis Gift 


On June 19, 1930, Mrs. Anne H. Davis deeded to the town 
a parcel of land at the corner of South Avenue and Park 
Road amounting to approximately four acres and including 
a dwelling house and barn. This gift was accepted by the 
town at a special town meeting held January 6, 1931. The 
gift of the dwelling house was subject to a life estate pre- 
viously given by Mrs. Davis to Mrs. Patrick Connolly. Mrs. 
Connolly died in the summer of 1935 and at the time of her 
death the dwelling house was occupied by a responsible ten- 
ant under lease from Mrs. Connolly. It seemed unwise to 
call a special town meeting to consider the future manage- 
ment and control of the house and the Selectmen arranged 
with the tenant to have him continue to occupy the house at 
a rental of fifty dollars per month. If the rent collected had 
been paid into the treasury of the town there would have 
been no funds available to meet necessary repairs. To meet 
this emergency, the Selectmen personally collected the rent 
and opened a separate account into which $250 has been 
paid and from which $138.57 has already been expended for 
necessary repairs. We have inserted an appropriate article 
in the Warrant so that the town may determine how this 
matter shall be handled in the future. It seems clear that 
the rent should hereafter be paid directly into the treasury 
of the town and a small appropriation made to meet repairs 
and improvements. 


The High School Building 


The Selectmen have inserted in the Warrant at the re- 
quest of the School Committee a special article which will 
bring before the town the question of the advisability of 
expending $18,000 to $21,000 for final construction of the 
new high school building. The proposal is to convert the 
unfinished portion of the basement into three new school 
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rooms. If the sum of $21,000 is appropriated, $3000 must 
be met from taxes or revenue and the balance of $18,000 
may be met by a bond issue. The Selectmen have not in- 
serted this item in the budget but will await the action 
taken by the town at the annual meeting. The Municipal 
Finance Act provides that a bond issue for such a purpose 
must be adopted by a two-thirds vote of the voters present 
and voting at the meeting. 


The Annual Town Meeting 


The annual meeting of the voters of the town will be held 
on Monday, March 30th, and the Selectmen hope that the 
meeting will be well attended. Our town has very few spe- 
cial meetings and the only chance for town officers and 
committees to meet the votes as a whole and to render an 
account of their stewardship is at the annual meeting. We 
welcome frank and free discussion of all matters of town 
government and will appreciate all constructive criticism. 

Especially do we urge the voters to study with care the 
proposed budget. We want to point out that the surplus at 
the end of 1985 was $51,947.28 as against the 1934 surplus 
of $34,055.45, an increase of $17,891.83. There is now in the 
overlay reserve fund $7,224.81 which can be transferred to 
the budget item of Reserve Fund by vote thereby making 
it unnecessary to vote a direct appropriation for that item. 
This follows the policy adopted last year. If the budget 
recommendations are not increased by vote of the town the 
tax rate can be reduced by at least $1.00 unless state and 
county taxes more than offset this possible reduction. 

We again thank all the officers and employees of the town 
for their conscientious and painstaking work.

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REPORT TO SELECTMEN ONERAANDWPA 


During 1935 Weston has continued giving relief work to 

the unemployed persons under the Federal Emergency Re- 
lief Administration. In November the ERA was term- 
inated, and the WPA (Works Progress Administration) 
was formed to carry on this work. It is still continuing un- 
der WP A. 
. An average of 45 men and two women, all Weston resi- 
dents, were working during the year. They with the mem- 
bers of their families represent about 185 persons receiving 
benefit from this work. 

The Government has paid them a total of $23,778.19 in 
wages. The Town has spent $11,762.16 for materials, equip- 
ment, and supervision. The money from the Government 
was an outright gift to the Town, and the Town has been 
very fortunate in having enough money in the various de- 
partments to carry on without any especial appropriations. 
Thus the Relief work in Weston has not added anything to 
the tax rate. 

The Projects that the men have worked on are as follows: 

At the School, an Athletic Field, intended for a Girls’ 
Hockey Field, was finished, graded, and seeded in time to get 
a good catch of grass this fall. It will be available for use 
in the spring. In another location on land in back of the 
Schools, ditches were dug, drain pipe laid, underbrush cut 
off, trees thinned out, stumps removed, and the sod turned 
over, preparatory to making available three acres more for 
Playground purposes. In the Grade School Assembly Room, 
an old partition was torn down, a new one erected, and a 
facade built, making a Stage available in place of the Plat- 
form formerly in use. The Health Unit was re-shingled, and 
the Bleachers on the Baseball Field were repaired and 
strengthened. Under the supervision of the Water Depart- 
ment, 1110’ of 10” pipe was laid in Summer Street, and 200’ 
of 6” pipe in Cedar Road connecting up at both ends with the 
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pipe already laid, and thus completing a circuit, which will 
give much better service and protection to all the residents 
in that section of Town. A total of 793’ of 6” pipe was laid 
in Featherbed Alley and Nightcap Lane. 

With the cooperation of the Highway Department, a sec- 
tion of Summer Street was straightened and widened. It 
was unfortunate that we were not able to work continuously 
on this project. But it was necessary to suspend work for 
nearly seven months, leaving the street in a partly torn up 
condition. In December, however, under the WPA a new 
Project was put through to finish this work. This was done, ° 
and all that remains is a small amount of fill and the sur- 
facing. The Highway Department will soon complete this. 
At the corner of Sunset Road and Merriam Street a Storm 
Drain was constructed, 625’ of 10” concrete pipe was laid, 
and a manhole and a catch-basin was built. This will take 
care of the surplus water which has always collected there 
in wet weather, causing much damage and inconvenience to 
the residents there. 


A Project to paint Gypsy Moth Eggs was carried to com- 
pletion, and the whole Town was covered. This will have 
to be done again this year, as in certain parts of Town, the 
Gypsy Moth has been increasing alarmingly during the past 
few years. 


Two Weston women have worked on a Sewing Project at 
Sudbury. 


The Project to number all houses in Weston was com- 
pleted, and in the future any new houses built will automati- 
cally receive numbers from the plans kept at the Town Hall. 

Three men worked for the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion in Weston as an ERA Project. They received 26 
pledges to do $29,475.00 of work. 

An embankment in front of the Town Hall was cleaned 
up, by thinning out the trees, cleaning out the underbrush, 
removing rubbish that had been dumped there, and raking 
over the whole area. This has considerably added to the 
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beauty of the Common, and has also enabled the Town Hall 
to be seen to better advantage from across the Common. 

An ERA Garden was carried on during the summer. 
Through the courtesy of Miss Louisa Case, we were allowed 
to use three acres of land on School Street. We raised over 
600 bushels of vegetables which were distributed to needy 
Weston families during the summer and fall. 

Another Project has been cutting down dead trees, and 
trimming branches from the trees bordering the public 
Highways. This will add considerably to the appearance of 
the trees as well as their life. All wood so cut has been 
given to Weston people. 

Under the WPA at present we are working on the fol- 
lowing Projects: 

A complete survey of the Town, including boundaries 
and streets. 

Painting the Town Hall, inside and outside. 

Developing land on the School Playground. 

Trimming trees on Highways. 

Sewing Project. 

Merriam Street Storm Drain. 


We feel that with this work, Weston people have been 
able to help themselves in times when they could not get out- 
side employment, and that the town has benefited by the 
work that they have done. 

We have endeavored to accomplish worthwhile things 
with the projects, that would have lasting value to the town, 
and not to simply provide work at jobs of no material bene- 
fit.

The Police Department has made several additions to its 
equipment in the past year. We have purchased a finger- 
print cabinet, and we have been presented a finger-print 
camera by Mr. William Austin, on behalf of the Austin 
family. Thanks to this fine and public-spirited gift we are 
now better equipped in this respect than many other de- 
partments in the State, and it has already proved of inval- 
uable assistance in many cases. 

Several of the officers have had regular shooting prac- 
tice under the instruction of Mr. Frank A. Belden, and 
have accounted for themselves very creditably in competi- 
tion with other revolver teams. Three of the officers have 
taken the course in First Aid offered by the Red Cross. 

While the Department has had little serious crime to con- 
tend with in the past year, we have found the detail work 
constantly greater with the growth and development of the 
Town. You will note a considerable increase in the num- 
ber of complaints and investigations over the figure for 
1934. If we are to continue to give efficient service we 
shall probably have to have another cruising car, and soon 
we shall have to face the problem of providing proper ga- 
raging facilities for our motor equipment. 

I recommend an appropriation of $11,000.00 for the en- 
suing year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF STREETS 


To THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


Dear Sirs :— 


I herewith respectfully submit the report of the highway 
department for the year 19385. 

There has been spent for highway maintenance and sun- 
dry purposes the sum of $35,386.38. The principal items 
as listed under the auditors report are as follows:

You will note that the total of expenditures exceeds the 
appropriation of $35,000 by the sum of $386.38. 

This was due to the diversion of funds for E.R. A., W. 
P. A. and other federal relief activities, approximately 
$2,000 being spent in this manner. Again this year I rec- 
ommend a special appropriation to take care of these Re- 
lief items so that we may budget our expenses and not ex- 
ceed our appropriation. 

The highways of the town have been repaired and main- 
tained for the most part by the methods employed in pre- 
ceding years. Some departure has been made in the 
method of application of bituminous materials. 
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We have used for patching purposes 550 gallons Tri- 
muls, 2,425 gallons Tarvia B, 70.2 tons ready mixing patch- 
ing and for resurfacing, 26,613 gallons Tarco C. 

We have built a honing machine with our own labor and 
adopted the method which is proving so successful on State 
Highways and in many towns and cities. It consists 
briefly of thoroughly mixing the bituminous material with 
the cover material, leveling and rolling. 

Present indications are that it will be the most satisfac-. 
tory method of smoothing up our streets and at the same 
time providing us with a surface which renders skidding 
less likely. 

While this honing process is more expensive than the old 
methods I believe that the better results obtained justify 
the added expense. 

As fast as possible with our limited funds we have in- 
stalled and extended our surface water drainage systems. 
We have just completed the installation of about six hun- 
dred and fifty feet of drains and four catch basins on Mer- 
riam Street and Sunset Road. This has been done as a 
W.P.A. project. 

As this report is being written we are working on a 
drainage system for the northerly end of Highland Street 
which will take care of a serious water condition in this 
district and we are doing the work in such a manner that 
at some future date the natural basin on Irvington Court 
can be drained. This project is being done under the State 
Bond issue which provides money for both labor and ma- 
terials. 

During the month of November the Highway Depart- 
ment took over the work on Summer Street in conjunction 
with the W. P. A. project. Work progressed quite rapidly 
until the last of December when the W. P. A. funds were 
exhausted. 

There is still a great deal of work to be done in order to 
complete the project but it is work which cannot be done 
at this time of the year. It will cost about $2,000 to com- 
plete this section and I suggest that this be taken into con- 
sideration when making up the budget for this year. 
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Plans for the coming year are indefinite at this time be- 
cause of the relief problem and because we do not know 
what action the Federal government is to take after July 
lst when present activities cease. 


Sidewalks 


There has been spent during the year 1935 for the repair 
and rebuilding of sidewalks the sum of $999.60. About 
four thousand feet of sidewalk in the Silver Hill district 
has been resurfaced with Type E sidewalk material and 
the sidewalk on Church Street for a distance of sixteen 
hundred feet has been raised from two to fourteen inches 
and surfaced with the same material. This has been a 
great improvement over the old sidewalk on Church Street 
which at times was impassable because of water and it is 
hoped that we can continue this work in the coming year. 


Snow and Ice 


There was expended for the removal of Snow and Ice 
the sum of $4,961.70. 


Equipment 


We have purchased this year one three to five ton Mack 
truck to replace the old truck and one new Ford truck. By 
the purchase of the new Ford truck we will be able to fur- 
nish the W. P.A. one truck and still continue our ene 
maintenance work without interruption. 

A glance at the Auditor’s report will show Pie more 
money was spent last year for hired trucks than would 
purchase one outright. After considering this fact care- 
fully and that it could also be used in the winter time for 
snow removal it was decided that we should purchase it for 
economical reasons. 

Other small tools purchased this year consist of an elec- 
tric drill, grindstone, bench grinder, forge, a chain falls 
and a few other small tools. 
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When, at the first of the year, it became apparent that 
it would be necessary to hire a roller and that the Town 
would probably buy one at some future time an agreement 
was signed with the Buffalo-Springfield Roller Company to 
put into the Town of Weston a new roller such as we 
wanted for $250 per month for three months or as much 
longer as we wanted it at that price. 

Further provisions of the agreement were that when we 
were through with the roller for the year it was to be put 
in storage until after town meeting. There was to be no 
interest charges during this time. 

If the town wishes to act favorably upon the purchase 
of this roller, which we recommend, the sum which we 
have paid for rental ($1,000) is to be deducted from the 
purchase price of $4,950 leaving a balance to be paid of 
$3,950. 

We have sold the old obsolete steam rollers for the sum 
of $547.50 which seemed to us a very fair price consider- 
ing their age and condition and the money has been paid 
to the Town Treasurer. 

Both the. agreement with the Roller Company and the 
sale of the old rollers were approved by the Board of Se- 
lectmen.

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REPORT OF THE WORK OF THE MIDDLESEX 
COUNTY EXTENSION SERVICE IN WESTON 
FOR THE YEAR 1935 


There are a number of milk distributors located in Wes- 
ton who purchase near-by milk and sell in the local and 
Greater Boston Markets. The Extension Service has tried 
to keep contact with these dealers and their producers, to 
maintain a quality supply of milk from the farmer to his 
distributor so that both may keep their markets. The ques- 
tion of farmer price has been the subject of several con- 
ferences. 

Recommendations have been made to farmers on herd 
management, feeding, selecting replacement cattle and pas- 
ture improvement. Definite schedules and recommenda- 
tions on time of seeding and choice of emergency hay crops 
have been made and adopted. 

Poultrymen have received help on disease diagnosis and 
control, range management and housing. 

Five farm visits were made on fruit growing. Spray 
warning service was given to fourteen fruit growers giv- 
ing definite information on the time to spray, the materials 
to use and the insects and diseases to control. 

While there is no organized Extension work among 
homemakers in Weston, the town has been served through 
home visits, made at the request of various homemakers. 

Questions upon such problems as low cost meals, food 
preservation, and house cleaning suggestions have been 
taken care of by sending bulletins. 

A talk was given on 4-H work and some United States 
Department of Agriculture movies were shown for a pro- 
gram of the Weston Grange. 

Home visits were made with the purpose of explaining 
the scope of 4-H clubs to workers in some junior organiza- 
tions which in other towns have been interested in coop- 
eration.

The above expenditures have been made for the follow- 
ing purposes: 


Spraying of Elm Trees 


Sixty percent of your appropriation was expended in 
spraying elm trees to control the elm tree beetle. This pest 
does not necessarily kill the trees, but it renders them most 
unsightly and useless as shade trees. As a result of the 
spraying there was comparatively little defoliation. 


Planting of Trees 


Several small trees were set out along Sunset Road. Un- 
fortunately they were planted a little late, the summer was 
unusually dry, and some of them did not survive. 
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Removal of Dangerous Trees 


A number of dead or decayed trees were removed in the 
interest of public safety. With the assistance of an E.R. 
A. appropriation and the active cooperation of other de- 
partments, particularly the Street Department, it was pos- 
sible to accomplish this work with an extremely small ex- 
penditure. 


Pruning of Trees and General Improvement 


As a result of the active cooperation of the E. R. A. Su- 
pervisor an E.R. A. project was intiated early in July 
which made it possible to accomplish a great deal of work 
which, with the limited appropriation available, would 
have otherwise had to be left undone. With the aid of this 
‘project it was possible to survey the trees fairly thor- 
oughly and to remove most of the decayed trees, dead 
limbs, scrub growth, etc. 

Recommendations for the coming year are as follows: 


Dutch Elm Disease 


Owing to the fact that no trained personnel was avail- 
able and also owing to the fact that no cases of infestation 
have been reported within a considerable distance no search 
was made for Dutch Elm Disease infestation. However, 
the danger of this disease is always present and it may be- 
come necessary at any time to initiate steps toward its dis- 
covery and eradication. It is recommended that if and 
when occasion should arise activities should be undertaken 
only in conjunction with similar activity in adjoining towns 
and under the immediate direction of trained personnel. 
Independent action in as small an area as Weston will be 
of little or no value, especially if the personnel involved is 
untrained. 


Spraying, Planting and General Care 


It is believed that the policy of spraying the elm trees 
annually should be continued. It is further recommended 
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that a W. P. A. project be instituted for the purpose of 
planting a number of trees in desirable locations and also 
for the purpose of removing others from locations which 
are now much too thickly grown. 

It is believed that with the exercise of economy and with 
continued cooperation from other departments an appro- 
priation of $500 for the coming year should prove suffi- 
cient, and it is recommended that this sum be appropri- 
ated.

In last year’s report we recommended the purchase of 
a ten-circuit repeater for the fire alarm system. During 
the early summer this was done and some improvements 
were made in the system at a total cost of $2700. The 
storage batteries were moved from the second floor to the 
basement, and two new circuits were added to the switch- 
board, one a supervisory circuit and the other to control 
all the instruments in the station. The motor generator 
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set used for charging the batteries was replaced by a mod- 
ern high rate rectifier. This new repeater lays the foun- 
dation for a much more extensive system. 

All the rooms on the second floor were refinished. 

We have not yet replaced all the old type fire alarm boxes 
but will continue replacement and the system will be ex- 


tended from time to time. 
We recommend an appropriation of $12,000.00 for the 


coming year.

At the meeting held on October 3, 1935, the resignation 
of Miss Jessie Haldane, School Nurse, was presented and 
accepted. The Committee takes this opportunity to express 
to Miss Haldane its appreciation of the efficient services 
rendered, and for the cooperation, executive ability, sound 
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judgment and tact always shown, during her connection 
with the Schools. 

On November 8, 1935, Miss Isabel Howe was appointed 
as School Nurse. 

For the school year ending June 30, 1935, the average 
daily attendance was 535. The Schools were in session 
178 days. 

The Committee has continued its policy of applying the 
income from the Horace §S. Sears Fund, for the benefit of 
the teachers, against the rental of the “‘Teachers’ Lodge’, 
and extends its thanks to Mr. Harry L. Bailey for continu- 
ing to make its use possible for this purpose. 

The Weston Chapter of the American Red Cross and the 
Board of Health have continued to cooperate with the 
schools in connection with the services rendered by Miss 
Haldane and Miss Howe as School and District Nurses. 
The Committee appreciates this cooperation, and feels that 
much benefit is derived from this arrangement. 

A comparison of figures given in this report, with those 
given in the 1932 annual report, will show that the aver- 
age membership in the new High School Building has in- 
creased by 57 pupils. This means an increase of more than 
25% during the last three years, or since moving into the 
new building. On account of this increase, and the need 
for more class rooms, the Committee feels that the time 
has now arrived when consideration should be given to con- 
verting the unfinished space on the ground floor of the New 
High School Building, into three additional class rooms. 
We have received an estimate from the architect for doing 
this work, including fixtures, furniture and equipment, 
which amounts to $18,000.00, and we recommend that ac- 
tion be taken on same at the March Town Meeting, under- 
standing that the expense can be spread over a period of 
six to ten years. 

The Committee has received a petition, signed by twen- 
ty-five parents, asking that a kindergarten be established 
in the schools. We have investigated the available room, 
and the cost of such a move, and find that, on account of

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being able to eliminate one section of the first grade with 
the establishment of a kindergarten, that it will add only 
about $1,000.00 per year to our budget. The Superintend- 
ent of Schools, in his report, gives further details regard- 
ing this matter, and reasons why we should given consid- 
eration to it. The Committee, therefore, is presenting the 
matter to the Town, and is asking for. $1,000.00 in their 
budget for this purpose. 

The Committee is also asking for money, in the budget, 
for the establishment of commercial courses in the High 
School, provided the money recommended for the three addi- 
tional rooms is made available. 

In accordance with the vote of the Town, at the last . 
Town Meeting, about three acres of land have been ac- 
quired from Mr. Robertson, at the corner of Wellesley 
Street and the By-pass, and added to the school lot. The 
Committee have had this additional land surveyed, and 
have had studies for development made by the Emergency 
Planning and Research Bureau, who were working under 
an E.R. A. Project, in order that the whole area might be 
presented for approval as a W. P. A. Project. We are sub- 
mitting with this report a plan showing how this area can 
be developed. 3 

The money appropriated for the improvement of the 
playgrounds was spent for loam, pipe, gravel, etc., and in 
cooperation with E.R. A. and W.P.A. labor, we graded 
and seeded an area for a Girls’ Hockey Field, laid under- 
drains in several ditches, deepened the main brook, and 
cleaned up the dead wood on the land acquired from Mr. 
Robertson. Men are now working on a W.P.A. Project, 
and in order to continue the project and get additional 
W.P. A. funds, it will be necessary for the Town to supply 
the materials, tools and equipment. With this in mind, we 
are recommending an appropriation of $1,500.00 for the 
present year. 

Referring to the plan submitted with this report, we 
would like to call to your attention the area proposed for 
skating and Ice Hockey. We would like to see this devel- 
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oped as rapidly as possible, feeling that there is a great de- 
mand for it, and that it would be a very much appreciated 
addition to the playgrounds. 

Details of the work that is being done in the Schools will 
be found in the reports of the Superintendent of Schools 
and the Special Teachers.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, WESTON, MaAss.: 


Dear Sir:—I submit herewith my report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1935. Reports from different departments and special teachers 
are appended. 

The school work and the school organization has been carried on in a 
manner very similar to that of several years past. The work of the 
teachers and pupils has been up to the usual high standard. The addi- 
tion of Mr. Redman to the high school faculty as head of the English 
department has allowed a slight reorganization of other work. This has 
been of decided value to the school, not only in the field of English, but 
in other departments as well. 

The enrollment in grades I to VIII this year varies from 51 to 61 with 
the exception of the fourth and fifth grades which have 36 and 41 re- 
spectively. Slight increases in the enrollment in these grades would 
make it necessary to employ another teacher next year. 


PROBLEMS 


For years there has been agitation among Weston parents concerning 
the establishment of a kindergarten, and the addition of commercial 
courses to the high school curriculum. I believe that it is now time to 
consider seriously both of these proposals. 

We now admit children to school at the age of 5 years, which is too 
young for standard first grade work. Most towns and cities do not ad- 
mit children to Grade I until they are 5 years and 6 months, or 5 years 
8 months, and some dd not admit them until they are 6 years old. If 
we established a kindergarten I would recommend that we admit chil- 
dren at 4 years 6 months of age, and admit no one to the first grade 
until the age of 5 years 6 months. (This is the common practice in 
places where there are kindergartens.) This would reduce the number 
of teachers required in the first grade from two to one, but would per- 
haps require two teachers for the kindergarten, thus making it probable 
that one additional teacher would be required. A satisfactory room can 
be provided on the ground floor of the primary building by making some 
alterations and repairs. The total cost to establish a kindergarten next 
September would be not over $950, divided as follows: repairs to build- 
ing $200, equipment of tables, chairs, and supplies $250, and teacher’s 
salary $500. The annual expense after 1936 would be the salary of one 
teacher and possibly $100 worth of supplies. This assumes no additional 
transportation expense. 

If a commercial department was put into the high school it would 
fulfill a need which has been felt for a long time. Typewriting and 
stenography are branches of commercial work which have a very prac- 
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tical value to pupils whether going to college or seeking jobs. Many 
pupils would be more successful in commercial courses than in foreign 
language and mathematics which they now are obliged to take. The 
equipment for commercial purposes would cost $1000 to $1200 more than 
equipment for ordinary class rooms. One more teacher would have to 
be provided on the high school faculty. 

The enrollment this year in grades VI, VII and VIII is 177 pupils al- 
most equally distributed in the three grades. Some of these pupils will 
doubtless transfer to private school, but a conservative estimate would 
indicate a growth in the high school from the present enrollment of 170 
to 200 during the next three years. This condition indicates the need 
for more class rooms. 


COLLEGE ENTRANCE 


Eleven graduates of the High School last fall entered the following 
colleges: Antioch College, Bates College, Boston College, Boston Univer- 
sity, Massachusetts State Teachers’ College at Framingham, Harvard, 
Middlebury and Wellesley. 

Several members of last year’s class entered schools of higher grade 
but offering less than the standard four years of college work. Two of 
the class took examinations for admission to Harvard and passed suc- 
cessfully but decided to spend a year in preparatory school before col- 
lege. These boys are attending Phillips Academy at Exeter this year. 
Some of the above pupils entered college by certificate, some by exam- 
inations and some by a combination of both methods. Every pupil who 
applied for college admission last year was successful. This is too high 
a record to expect any high school to maintain permanently.

We have had, I think, a most successful year in all branches of Music 
throughout the school. The vocal work is especially good in all grades. 

Our little Rhythm Bands in first and second grades as usual enjoy 
their work. 

On May 30, the Junior High School sang well, several numbers at the 
Town House Memorial Day exercises. Their Cantata, given in June at 
the School Hall, was more difficult than usual and pupils worked hard 
before its presentation. 

The High School Glee Club sang excellently several numbers of 
Shakespeare’s time in “An Evening with Shakespeare and Music,” in 
April at the Town House. 

Senior and Junior orchestras are working along well. Twelve mem- 
bers of Senior orchestra graduating in 1935 class, leaves us minus cer- 
tain instruments needed for full volume. 

There are two High School classes in Theory and Harmony, first and 
third years. 

The senior Orchestra played between acts at the February play, also 
at the Town House concert on April 12, very creditably. 

On Christmas Eve, at the outdoor tree, a Cantata was sung by the 
Glee Club, after which six trumpets, two being graduates, played carols 
for the unison of song. ; 

Piano classes of about twenty pupils from second and third chien 
have been started. 

We have students who graduated from Weston, singing in Glee Clubs 
and playing in bands and orchestras at Harvard, Wellesley, Middlebury 
and Dartmouth. 

So far our Music Appreciation time which is a part of music courses 
in most schools has not been attained. 

We need urgently a new piano for the school hall, as the present one 
is well worn out. 

As always, I have had the cheerful co-operation of the teaching staff.

REPORT OF THE INSTRUCTOR OF MANUAL TRAINING 
_ To THE COMMITTEE:— 


I am sometimes approached by a pupil who says “I have spoiled that 
piece of work. Can’t I make something else instead?” 
Everything from the Pyramids to Boulder Dam has presented difficul- 
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ties to be surmounted and the worst thing that can happen to the boy’s 
character would be to grant this request. 

These appeals are made very few times during the year, but if the boy 
should be allowed to take the “easier way” there is danger that the prac- 
tice would spread to an unhealthy extent. | 

Many a boy has expressed his gratification that he overcame the ob- 
stacle and came out conqueror; a natural and desirable feeling. 

The classes in Manual Training promise well and seem to realize 
what a priceless thing trained hands are. 

The pupils in the Mechanical Drawing classes sometimes feel that the 
exhibit of their work on Parent’s Day draws little attention and that it 
is not appreciated. 

The general public is attracted more by the drawing of the careless 
beauty in the arrangement of the petals of the daisy than by the precise 
construction of the teeth of a gear. But a gear constructed with the 
Same variety of teeth as the daisy’s petals would never work and the 
daisy drawn with the accurate measurements of the gear would present 
a stiff and ugly appearance. 

Each has its place in the scheme of things. 

The boys, I am sure, get a strong sense of pride in the knowledge that 
this branch of mathematics is the foundation of all construction and an 
industry not based on it is one of guess-work and faces consequent dis- 
appointment and loss. 

The great majority of the class are most appreciative of their oppor- 
tunity.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION—GIRLS 


Weston, January 23, 1936. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 


I should like my first statement to be an expression of thanks to the 
School Committee for obtaining the apparatus that has been so much 
needed. The stall bars and hanging rings in the Girl’s gym and the 
ropes and high low bar in the boy’s gym have proved most popular 
among the students and have been used extensively and beneficially in 
the posture work. An exchange of gyms has enabled the girls to use 
the boy’s equipment and vice versa. 

We have not been able to allow the students to use the apparatus 
without supervision because of the floor, and this brings me to the 
greatest need of the department—a wooden floor. The present one is a 
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composition tile on a cement foundation allowing no spring whatever. 
This is most unprofessional and constitutes a real danger, inducing back 
and foot strain and increasing the danger in falling. Students playing 
basketball, tumbling and activities that require jump and spring suffer 
the most. : 

Posture pictures with foot and back examinations have resulted in an 
intensive posture schedule conducted in all classes, with the more serious 
cases having additional work in special corrective classes. It was sur- 
prising to learn the large number of girls and younger boys (1 do not 
examine the older boys) who showed a poor foot condition. That is— 
pronated ankles, lowered or weakened arches and poor mechanical use 
of the foot. That the posture work is effective was proved by the pic- 
tures of the Senior girls. Out of 21 students there were 16 “A’s’; 5 
“B’s”’; and 1 “C’”. This picture proves their ability to take, and their 
knowledge of a good standing position. However, it does not prove that 
they sit, stand, walk and run in a good position. That can be accom- 
plished only if the student wants to do it herself. This can be fostered 
to a great extent by pressure from the teachers and by the parents at 
home. 

We look forward with great eagerness to the use of the new hockey 
field. The Fall program showed an enthusiastic after school attendance, 
and we were able to have several outside games. 

Basketball loses its adherents during the skating season. As Mr. 
Proctor stated in his report last year, we need ice skating facilities. 
There is a great demand for it among the girls as well as the boys. To 
be able to keep the students out of doors in good weather would be an 
ideal Physical Education program.

BOYS’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND ATHLETICS 


TO THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE :— 


The year ending December 31, 1935 brought to a close a very enjoyable 
season both for myself and the boys in the Weston High School. The 
physical education classes were conducted as much as possible upon the 
recreational line, with a thorough background in fundamentals and 
sportsmanship. 

Last spring Weston High School became a member of the newly 
formed Sudbury Valley Baseball League, which I hope will stimulate as 
great an interest in baseball as we at present have in football. Intra- 
mural and inter-class baseball games were conducted in addition to our 
regular varsity baseball schedule and physical education classes. 
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In the fall, one-half the total number of boys in the High School re- 
ported for varsity football, and we were able to fully equip this number 
throughout the entire season. Although our football equipment is not 
entirely adequate, we are adding to it year by year, and within the next 
two or three years I hope that we will be able to give our boys the maxi- 
mum of protection. 

The football season was a very successful one, with Weston winning 
six games, losing one and tying one, scoring a total of 75 points against 
2 for the opponents. 

During the fall, all boys’ personal equipment was numbered, this hav- 
ing a two-fold purpose, first from the sanitary standpoint to prevent 
boys from wearing equipment other than their own, and secondly, all 
gym suits that are not properly put away may be returned to their 
rightful owners. Shelves have been installed in the storage room, where 
all cleansed and re-conditioned athletic equipment may be stored and 
properly labelled. 

The posture work has shown remarkable results, aS can be seen 
through the improvements in our Silhouettegraphs, especially in the 
High School group. However, there are about the same number of boys 
who will need posture correction as there were last year. The majority 
of these are in the Grammar School and Junior High School. 

The stall bars, hanging rings, ropes and high bar that were installed 
in the gymnasium last year have increased interest both in the posture 
and physical education classes. 

I should like to suggest that next year we provide bus transportation 
for our varsity teams, as the present method of traveling in private cars 
is not entirely satisfactory. As our revenue from gate receipts is not 
sufficient to take care of this added burden, I believe the cost should 
be taken from some source other than the athletic fund. 

The baseball infield should be entirely re-surfaced, for in the past 
season we were continually handicapped by large stones that were grad- 
ually rising to the surface. The present wooden stands are of very little 
value, as they are too far removed from the baseball diamond, and being 
in a position behind the batter, the spectators are endangered by foul 
balls. I suggest that we purchase portable stands that could be used 
both for baseball and football.

The Art classes throughout the entire school are following definite 
outlines. This includes nature study in the fall, construction, figure 
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study, lettering and color study in the winter, and design, posters and 
creative work in the spring. The program is followed from the first 
grade through the eighth. The pupils in the intermediate and upper 
grades show a great improvement and I wish to thank the teachers for 
their willingness to help and co-operate. 

Because of the two uninterrupted spaces in the High School program, 
the pupils have been able to accomplish a great deal more and I am very 
pleased with their work.

TO THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE :— 


The first aim of the School Lunch Room is to serve all pupils who de- 
Sire it, a hot lunch at noon. This may be chosen from:-a main hot dish, 
such as pot roast and potato, a vegetable, soup or cocoa. We also serve 
milk, sandwiches and desserts or ice cream, fruit and cookies. 

This year, in an effort to encourage children to choose more whole- 
some food, we have cut down the number and kinds of cookies and ice 
cream sold. 

To cover the increase in food prices without diminishing the quality 
of food sold we have raised some of our prices one or two cents and cut 
down on the quantity of some servings. 

This year we are paying our High School helpers 15c a day rather 
than allowing them their luncheon free. We feel this to be more ac- 
curate, business like and fairer to those pupils who may have brought 
their luncheon from home not expecting to be called on to serve. 

On December 31, our books showed $71.81 in unpaid bills, but an in- 
ventory on the same date indicated that we had $120.90 worth of mate- 
rials on hand; thus making a surplus of $49.09.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 
TO THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 


The routine physical examinations, the administration of toxoid and 
toxin-antitoxin, and the Schick testing were carried out as in previous 
years. Early in the school year a skin tuberculin test was given those 
pupils of the seventh, ninth and eleventh grades whose parents so re- 
quested.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
TO THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 


Miss Haldane carried on the routine of previous years as usual, and 
through concentration she was able to accomplish almost all of the nec- 
essary year’s work by November, at which time she left Weston to as- 
sume the responsibility of a higher position. 

During March and April of this year there was an epidemic of Ger- 
man Measles prevalent in the public and private schools as well as in 
the homes. This epidemic seemed to be a section of one that was raging 
throughout New England. 

Again in May, the follow-up work of the Chadwick Clinic was con- 
tinued by means of Xraying the 11 school children who are followed 
each year. These reports supplemented by thorough physical examina- 
tions showed that all but one of the children had improved. This child’s 
condition, however, had not changed and the only suggestion was a re- 
examination the next year. 

Miss Haldane took two courses (The Principles of Public Health Nurs- 
ing; Public Health Nursing in the Schools) at Simmons College during 
the summer. These courses were both interesting and instructive, and 
she felt that they would be of great benefit to her. 

Early in the summer the Pre-School Round Up was carried on as 
usual, while shortly after school opened in September the children were 
given their annual physical, dental, eye and ear examinations. Notices 
of the defects found were taken to the parents by the nurse. 

Twenty-one school children and 1 pre-school child had their tonsils 
‘and adenoids removed. 

Nine children were fitted with glasses. 

Twelve children had other defects corrected or were under a physi- 
cian’s care. 

There were 401 dental operations. The decrease in number from last 
year is undoubtedly because of the fact that due to past difficulties we 
have found it necessary for the child to bring his fee when he comes to 
the dentist. | | 

The Von Pirquet Test (for tuberculosis) was offered to the 142 chil- 
dren enrolled in the 7th, 9th and 11th grades, and 95-tests were done— 
33 positive results were obtained and Xrays of these children promptly 
taken. The Diphtheria Immunization Clinics were also held and 59 
children (27 of them pre-schools) given toxoid or toxin-antitoxin injec- 
tions. Of the 86 children re-Schicked this year, 82 were immune.

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REPORT OF THE SWIMMING POOL 
COMMITTEE 


To THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


Conditions at the Swimming Pool this last season have 
been very similar to those of preceding years. 

We were glad to have Mr. William Hope, Jr., who is a 
member of the M. I. T. Swimming Team and a citizen of 
this town, as our Red Cross Instructor and Examiner. 

Replacements and repairs due to wear and tear have 
been much as usual. 

At the request of the children an Exhibition was held at 
the end of the season. This had not been expected, but ar- 
rangements were hurriedly made. As the weather hap- 
pened to be extremely disagreeable the exhibition was not 
as pleasant an event as the young people had anticipated. 

In Mr. Hope’s report he mentions that the attendance for 
the season was over 4000. The pool was open 50 days. 
The average is, therefore, over 80 per day. On chilly days 
this number dropped, and on hot days—the time when the 
pool should be of greatest value—the number frequently 
went well over 100 for the day, and. 60 was not unusual for 
a single session. 

Many of our citizens do not know, or have forgotten how 
small our tank is. Visitors are always welcome, and the 
committee urges parents and other citizens to visit the 
pool. Girls and women may come on the days set aside for 
their use, and men and boys on their respective days. 

The more frequent change of water and the scientific use 
of a proper germicide have made the tank a healthier place 
than it was many years ago, but it is no longer so enjoy- 
able a place for children on a hot day. There is not room 
enough. 

When anything is outgrown and inadequate there are 
two remedies: either we can discard that thing and get a 
new one, or the old one may be enlarged. In this case there 


81 


is no remedy without considerable expense, but we believe 
it is justified. 

The children who use the tank are mostly from families 
that do not leave Weston in the summer for any great 
length of time. These children need a swimming place. 
Also people who work should have a place near home where 
a short time could be spent in that most relaxing and rest- 
ful of exercises. | 

Weston is indeed unfortunate in not having any natural 
location available for such use, and with great regret we 
see the children of Weston underprivileged in that respect. 

We hope that the citizens of Weston will acquaint them- 
selves with conditions elsewhere and compare what our 
town offers with what is found in neighboring towns. 

At the Special Town Meeting called in January 1931 the 
gentleman who was at that time chairman of your Swim- 
ming Pool Committee moved an appropriation sufficient to 
construct a new pool in connection with the proposed new 
High School building. His motion was not adopted, but 
his proposal, or something similar, should be given careful 
consideration. 

We ask for an appropriation of $1,000.

PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Board of Public Welfare submits the following re- 
port for the year ending December 31st, 1935: 

The Board organized January 1st with Henry A. 
Wheeler as chairman, Mrs. Margaret B. Warren as vis- 
itor and Ralph F. Slayton as clerk. At the annual town 
election in March, the Rev. Stephen Webster was elected 
to serve on the Board for a period of three years, thereby 
filling the vacancy made by the retirement of Mr. Wheeler 
at the expiration of his term. The Board then reorgan- 
ized with Ralph F. Slayton as chairman. On April 5th Mr. 
Wheeler accepted an appointment by the Board to serve 
as consultant.

The expenditure of $6,300 is classified thus: $2,200 paid 
to other towns and cities for their relief of eleven fam- 
ilies whose legal settlement is in Weston; $4100 paid out 
in behalf of thirty eight families actually residing in Wes- 
ton. Of these thirty eight families, eighteen have legal 
settlements elsewhere or are unsettled. On account of the 
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aid rendered these eighteen families, we have claimed and 
have been reimbursed by other towns, cities, the State and 
individuals to the amount of $1,848.77. Outstanding 
claims unpaid December 31st $723.07. 

From the foregoing it may be deducted that the cost to 
the town of all forms of aid and relief for the year 1935 
has been $4,491.47. It may also be seen that conditions 
in other communities have a very direct bearing on the 
amount of Weston money to be used for relief purposes. 

We recommend appropriations of $750 for administra- 
tion and $6,500 for Dependent Aid, Mothers’ Aid and Old 
Age Assistance for the year 1936.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF HEALTH 


To THE WESTON BOARD OF HEALTH: 


Gentlemen:—I herewith submit my report as Supervisor 
of Health acting under your direction, for the year 1935. 


General 


The Board of Health held eleven regular meetings and 
one special meeting during the year. . 

The problem of drainage for the central part of the 
Town remains unsolved. <A study of the question is being 
made under the direction of the Board of Selectmen, and 
it is hoped that some satisfactory solution may be reached 
in the near future. 

There has been no unusual prevalence of communicable 
disease in the community during 1935 excepting in the case 
of German measles and whooping cough. The excessive 
prevalence of the former disease has, however, raised the 
total reported cases to a figure not exceeded during any 
other year since 1918. 

The Board of Health wishes to record its appreciation 
of the splendid services rendered by Miss Jessie Haldane 
during her six years as public health nurse for the Town 
of Weston. She improved, and extended the community 
nursing program, and placed it on a high level for a com- 
munity of the size of Weston. We regret her going, but 
rejoice in the larger opportunity of her new position. 


Diseases Dangerous to the Public Health 


Two hundred and one cases of communicable diseases 
have been reported for 1935. Just over one half of these 
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were cases of German measles, a disease that was preva- 
lent throughout the State during last spring. This disease 
is practically never serious, nor is it followed by complica- 
tions. Whooping cough and animal bites made up one half 
of the remaining reported cases-of disease. The occur- . 
ence of animal bites has increased each year since report- 
ing became necessary. We believe this is explained by 
better reporting rather than by any actual increase in the 
number of animals inflicting bites. 

There were no cases of diphtheria, infantile paralysis, 
scarlet fever, typhoid fever or tuberculosis reported. The 
Town of Weston was fortunate to be spared from infan- 
tile paralysis which showed the highest pervalence in 
Greater Boston for many years. It is also fortunate to 
have had no new cases of active tuberculosis. 


Diphtheria 


It has already been noted that the record for diphtheria 
was perfect. It cannot be questioned that the absence of 
diphtheria in the Town is due to the immunization of chil- 
dren in the school clinics as well as to the more commend- 
able practice of having children immunized privately be- 
fore the school age. The table gives a summary of the 
‘work done in the school clinics during the past year. 

It will be noted that an increasing proportion of chil- 
dren of the pre-school age group are being immunized at 
this clinic. This is due to the excellent work of the public 
health nurse in educating mothers, who could not afford to 
have their children done privately, to the desirability of 
having their children protected early in life when the dis- 
ease is most fatal. 

A preparation known as toxoid, provided by the State 
laboratory, was used for the first time this year in place 
of toxin-antitoxin. Toxoid has certain advantages over 
toxin-antitoxin, especially in that immunity develops more 
rapidly than with the latter preparation.

Tuberculosis 


Two deaths from tuberculosis occurred during the year. 
Incidentally, these were the only two deaths charged to in- 
fectious and parasitic diseases. No new cases of tubercu- 
losis were reported. 

The tuberculosis clinics in the schools were operated by 
the Middlesex County Sanatorium physicians in co-opera- 
tion with the School Department and the Board of Health, 
the State Department of Public Health having withdrawn 
from this service. As recommended by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health following their ten years of experi- 
ence, the examinations were confined to children in the 
seventh, ninth and eleventh grades with the option how- 
ever, of bringing in children of other grades who for one 
reason or another should be tested. About two-thirds of 
the children in these grades were allowed to be tested by 
their parents. Only two of this number were found to need 
further observation. 
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The table below gives the details of the clinic.

OTHER COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


Comment has already been made on the low incidence of 
all communicable diseases excepting German measles and 
whooping cough. The former never gives the Board of 
Health any great concern. 

The occurrence of whooping cough was explosive, but 
entirely disappeared within three months. 

Six cases of influenza were reported in January, but 
these cases were concentrated in two families and no 
spread occurred. 


Laboratory 


The chief bulk of the laboratory work consists of the 
routine monthly testing of the different grades of milk sold 
by all dealers in the Town. All told, two hundred seventy 
samples were analyzed during the year. The public water 
supply was tested from time to time and found to be uni- 
formly very satisfactory. The swimming pool water and 
an occasional sample of private water supplies were also 
tested. 
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The table below shows the results of examinations of 
specimens submitted by physicians as an aid to diagnosis.

Milk 


An examination of Table No. III gives a summary of 
laboratory analysis of milk sold in Weston. Although oc- 
casional samples have shown bacteria in excess of the legal 
standard, on the whole the milks have been of a very satis- 
factory nature from the standpoint of their chemical ¢om- 
position as well as sanitary condition. Dairy inspections 
have been done from time to time, particularly when the 
laboratory tests indicate the need for inspection. 


Complaints 


Complaints have been fewer than usual, but in every in- 
stance have been investigated and proper action taken. 

The drainage in Weston Center, already referred to, has 
received special study not only by the Board of Health, but 
by engineers engaged privately by the Town. 


Deaths 
Exactly twice as many deaths of residents of Weston oc- 


curred during the year 1935 as were reported for the pre- 
vious year. However, an examination of Tables IV and V 
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show that only eight out of the reported forty deaths oc- 
curred in persons under the age of forty. 

The record of deaths due to infectious diseases, which 
are the ones over which public health work exercises the 
chief control, were responsible for only five percent of the 
deaths, namely, the two deaths from ‘tuberculosis already 
noted. 


Births 
Forty-one live births and one stillbirth were reported for 
1935, giving a rate of 12.0. There were nine more births 
than last year, but the same number as in 1933.

| MISSIONERS 


Several extensions of mains have been completed as fol- 
lows, including those started during 1934: 


Ist. Summer Street—1100 feet of 10” pipe. 

2nd. Cedar Road (Weston Real Estate Trust) 203 feet 
of 6” pipe. 

3rd. Featherbed Alley and Nightcap Lane (Weston 
Real Estate Trust) 724 feet of 6” pipe. 


All of these installations were undertaken after the pre- 
scribed guarantees were obtained. A considerable part of 
these additions are of benefit in providing service to a 
greater number of consumers and in an improvement of 
the system in relation to its future development also to 
some extent the supply through Meadowbrook Road has 
been reinforced thereby. 

Eleven services and three hydrants have been added. 

It will be necessary to repaint the Doublet Hill Stand- 
pipe this year and the present severe weather may make 
repairs necessary on the reservoir on Paine Hill, therefore 
we are asking for the same appropriation as last year, 
namely $24,000.

The Trustees of the Public Library submit the following 
report for the year 1935: 


The Library has continued its course of service to the 
townspeople. The competent staff of the Library has in 
the past year met a steadily increasing need and call for 
books by its patrons. 

Although statistics are usually to be found only in the 
Librarian’s report, it seems desirable here to call attention 
to the circulation figures of a series of years up to and in- 
cluding 1935 (alternate years only being given for brevity) 
which show the increased use made of the Library during 
the last ten years.

ARTICLE 3. To determine whether the town will vote to 
transfer from the overlay reserve fund to the reserve fund 
of the town the sum of $11,975.19 or such other sum as 
the town may deem proper in the premises. 


ARTICLE 4. To determine whether the town will vote to 
increase the compensation of any town officers and em- 
ployees or to act anything relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To determine whether the town, pursuant 
to its contract of indemnity with the Commonwealth of De- 
cember 11, 1930, will authorize the selectmen in their ab- 
solute discretion to settle and pay any and all remaining 
claims, awards and judgments for land, grade and drain- 
age damages arising from the alteration and reconstruc- 
tion of the Boston Post Road from Sibley Road to Welles- 
ley Street and the layout and construction of the By-pass, 
so called, and takings of land in connection therewith, by 
the Commonwealth in 1931, and to defray any and all in- 
cidental expenses; and to determine whether the town will 
authorize the selectmen to expend for such purposes the 
unexpended balance of sums previously appropriated in the 
budgets under the item “Boston Post Road”’ in the title 
“Highways and Bridges” and also such sum as may be ap- 
propriated at this meeting under that item of the current 
budget. . 


ARTICLE 6. To determine whether the town will author- 
ize the making of a contract between it and Zada J. Rob- 
ertson whereby, in substance, the town will covenant with 
her and her successors in title to maintain at approxi- 
mately its present elevation the water level in a pond lo- 
cated on her land near the intersection of the Boston Post 
Road and Wellesley Street, in consideration of her releas-

and the By-pass, so called, and adjacent to the present 
school site; and to determine whether the town, for such 
purchase, will appropriate a sum not exceeding $2,000 and 
will also authorize the expenditure of the unexpended bal- 
ance ($305) of the appropriation made under article 4 of 
the warrant at the town meeting on March 30, 1931. 


ARTICLE 8. To determine whether the town will adopt 
the following by-law or any modification thereof for the 
purpose of regulating billboards, signs, or other advertis- 
ing devices: 

No person, firm, association or corporation shall erect, 
display, or maintain a billboard, sign, or other outdoor ad- 
vertising device in the Town of Weston, except those ex- 
empted by the last paragraph of (h) and the fourth para- 
graph of (i) of this by-law: 


(a) Within fifty (50) feet of any public way. 


(b) Within three hundred (3800) feet of any public 
park, playground or other public grounds, if 
within view of any portion of the same. 


(c) Nearer than fifty (50) feet to any other such bill- 
board, sign, or other advertising device, unless 
such billboards, signs, or other advertising de- 
vices are placed back to back.

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On any location at the corner of any public ways 
and within a radius of one hundred and fifty 
(150) feet from the point where the center lines 
of such ways intersect. 

Nearer than one hundred (100) feet to any public 
way, if within view of any portion of the same, 
if such billboard, sign, or other advertising de- 
vice shall exceed a length of eight (8) feet or a 
height of four (4) feet. 

Nearer than three hundred (300) feet to any pub- 
lic way, if within view of any portion of the 
same, if such billboard, sign, or other advertis- 
ing device shall exceed a length of twenty-five 
(25) feet or a height of twelve (12) feet. 

In any event, if such billboard, sign, or other ad- 
vertising device shall exceed a length of fifty 
(50) feet or a height of twelve (12) feet; ex- 
cept that the Board of Selectmen may permit the 
‘erection of billboards, signs, or other advertis- 
ing devices which do not exceed forty (40) feet 
in length and fifteen (15) feet in height if not 
nearer than three hundred (300) feet to the 
boundary line of any public way. 

No billboard, sign, or other advertising device shall 
be erected, displayed, or maintained in any block 
in which one-half of the buildings on both sides 
of the street are used exclusively for residential 
purposes; except that this provision shall not 
apply if written consent of the owners of a ma- 
jority of the residential and vacant frontage on 
both sides of the street in such block is first ob- 
tained and is filed with the Board of Selectmen 
together with the application for a permit for 
such billboard, sign, or other advertising device. 


Provided, however, that the foregoing provisions (a) to 
(h), both inclusive, shall not apply to districts which may 
be zoned as of industrial character. 
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(i) No billboard, sign or other advertising device shall 
be erected, displayed, or maintained until a per- 
mit therefore has been issued by the Board of 
Selectmen, pursuant to the following provisions. 


An applicant for a permit to erect a billboard, sign or 
other advertising device shall file with the Board of Select- 
men a written application therefor, together with a sketch 
showing the exact location and the written consent of the 
owner of the property upon which such billboard, sign, or 
other advertising device is proposed to be erected, dis- 
played, or maintained, accompanied by an examination fee 
of $2. Upon receipt of the foregoing, the Board of Select- 
men shall hold a public hearing on said application, notice 
of which shall be given by posting the same in three or 
more public places in Weston at least one week before the 
date of such hearing, and upon the holding of such hear- 
ing, the Board of Selectmen shall within ten days there- 
after grant or refuse such permit. 

All permits granted under this Section shall expire June 
30 of the calendar year following the date of the applica- 
tion. Application for the renewal of the permit granted 
under this Section shall be made not later than thirty days 
prior to the expiration of such permit and shall be accom- 
panied by a fee of $2. to be known as the renewal fee, and 
within two weeks of the date of filing of such renewal ap- 
plication, the Board of Selectmen shall post notice of such 
application in three or more public places in said Weston. 
Every permit granted under this Section for the erection 
or maintenance of an advertising device shall be condi- 
tioned by its terms upon the compliance by the permittee 
with all requirements of state and municipal regulations 
applying thereto. 

This by-law does not apply to signs or other devices on 
or in the rolling stock, stations, subways, or structures of 
or used by common carriers except on bridges or viaducts 
or abutments thereof, or to devices which advertise or in- 
dicate either the person occupying the premises in question 
or the business transacted thereon, or advertising the prop- 
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erty itself or any part thereof as for sale or to let and 
which contains no other advertising matter; and provided 
further that this by-law shall not apply to billboards, signs, 
or other advertising devices legally maintained at the time 
of its approval by the Attorney-General, until one year 
from the first day of July following such approval. 

Whoever violates any of the provisions of this by-law 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars ($100), and whoever after conviction for such viola- 
tion unlawfully maintains such billboard, sign, or other ad- 
vertising device for twenty days thereafter shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars 
($500). 

If any provision of this by-law is declared unconstitu- 
tional or illegal by final judgment, order or decree of the 
Supreme Judicial Court of the Commonwealth, the validity 
of the remaining provisions of this by-law shall not be af- 
fected thereby. 


ARTICLE 9. To determine whether the town will author- 
ize and instruct the Planning Board to investigate and re- 
port to a subsequent meeting of the town as to the advis- 
ability and cost of establishing a town dump, or to act any- 
thing relative thereto.

Voted: Pursuant to the contract of in- 
demnity between the town and the commonwealth of De- 
cember 11, 1930, the selectmen are hereby authorized in 
their absolute discretion to settle and pay any and all re- 
maining claims, awards and judgments for land, grade and 
drainage damages arising from the alteration and recon- 
struction of the Boston Post Road from Sibley Road to 
Wellesley Street and the layout and construction of the By- 
pass, so-called, and takings of land in connection therewith, 
by the Commonwealth in 1931; and to defray any and all 
incidental expenses. To such purposes the following sums 
are hereby specifically allocated: the sum of $751.09, which 
is the unexpended balance of sums previously appropriated 
in the budgets under the item ‘‘Boston Post Road” in the 
title “Highways and Bridges’, and the sum of $8,000, al- 
ready appropriated under article 10 of the warrant at this 
meeting under said item of the current budget; and the se- 
lectmen are hereby authorized to expend for such purposes 
the whole or any part of said total sum of $8,751.09. 


ARTICLE 6. Voted: It appearing that the town, by an 
order of taking of the Selectmen dated May 14, 1931, took 
certain rights for drainage purposes in land of Zada J. 
Robertson, including the right to alter the water level in 
a pond located thereon near the intersection of the Boston 
Post Road and Wellesley Street, and awarded $1,000 to 
her as damages for such taking; that she seasonably filed 
in the Superior Court a petition for the assessment of her 
damages, which is pending; and that she has proposed that, 
if the town will covenant with her and her successors in 
title in substance to maintain the water level in said pond 
at approximately its present elevation, she will release the 
town from liability for said award and from all claims with 
respect to said taking, and will convey to the town all title 
which she may have to certain pumping machinery in- 
stalled on her land for the purpose of maintaining the 
water level of the pond, the right to maintain the ma- 
chinery on her land and such rights of way over her land 
as are suitable to enable the town to perform its covenant 
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—this meeting deems such proposed settlement of Mrs. 
Robertson’s claim for damages with respect to said taking 
to be for the best interests of the town; and the selectmen 
are hereby authorized to make in the name and behalf of 
the town a contract with her whereby the town will so cove- 
nant with her and her successors in title in consideration 
of such a release and such a conveyance by her, and to ac- 
cept the conveyance in behalf of the town. 


ARTICLE 7. Voted: Both votes adopted under article 4 
of the warrant at the town meeting on March 21, 1932 are 
hereby rescinded. The selectmen are hereby authorized to 
purchase in fee from Zada J. Robertson, for the purposes 
of the public schools, a parcel of her land adjacent to the 
present school site and bounded northerly by the By-pass, 
so called, easterly by Wellesley Street, southerly by lands of 
Morrill, Bailey and the town and westerly by the town’s 
land, containing approximately three acres. The sum of 
$2,000, to be raised in the current year’s tax levy, is here- 
by appropriated for such purchase, and the sum of $305, 
being the unexpended balance of the appropriation made 
under article 4 of the warrant at the town meeting on 
March 30, 1931, is hereby specifically allocated to such pur- 
chase; and the selectmen are hereby authorized to expend 
therefor all or any part of said total sum of $2,305. 


This vote was unanimously adopted. 


ARTICLE 8. Moved: That the Town hereby adopts the 
proposed by-law regulating bill-boards, signs, or other ad- 
vertising devices as printed in the warrant under the head- 
ing of Article 8. 

It was moved and voted to amend the first paragraph 
as follows: ‘No person, firm, association or corporation, 
except societies, clubs or other organizations existing with- 
in the Town of Weston solely for social, charitable or re- 
ligious purposes, shall erect, display or maintain a bill- 
board, sign, or other outdoor advertising device in the town 
except those exempted by the last paragraph of (h) and

ished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars 
($500). 

If any provisions of this by-law is declared unconstitu- 
tional or illegal by final judgment, order or decree of the 
Supreme Judicial Court of the Commonwealth, the validity 
of the remaining provisions of this by-law shall not be af- 
fected thereby. 


ARTICLE 9. Voted: That the Planning Board be and 
hereby is authorized and instructed to investigate and re- 
port to a subsequent meeting of the town dump, whether 
by the acquisition of additional land or by the use of any 
land now owned by the town. 


Article 10 had previously been taken up in connection 
with Article 2.

An applicant for a permit to erect a billboard, sign or 
other advertising device shall file with the Board of Select- 
men a written application therefor, together with a sketch 
showing the exact location and the written consent of the 
owner of the property upon which such billboard, sign, or 
other advertising device is proposed to be erected, dis- 
played, or maintained, accompanied by an examination fee 
of $2. Upon receipt of the foregoing, the Board of Select- 
men shall hold a public hearing on said application, notice 
of which shall be given by posting the same in three or 
more public places in Weston at least one week before the 
date of such hearing, and upon the holding of such hear- 
ing, the Board of Selectmen shall within ten days there- 
after grant or refuse such permit. 

All permits granted under this Section shall expire June 
30 of the calendar year following the date of the applica- 
tion. Application for the renewal of the permit granted 
under this Section shall be made not later than thirty days 
prior to the expiration of such permit and shall be accom- 
panied by a fee of $2 to be known as the renewal fee and 
within two weeks of the date of filing of such renewal ap- 
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plication, the Board of Selectmen shall post notice of such 
application in three or more public places in said Weston. 
Every permit granted under this Section for the erection 
or maintenance of an advertising device shall be condi- 
tioned by its terms upon the compliance by the permittee 
with all requirements of state and municipal regulations 
applying thereto. 

This by-law does not apply to signs or other devices on 
or in the rolling stock, stations, subways, or structures of 
or used by common carriers except on bridges or viaducts 
or abutments thereof, or to devices which advertise or in- 
dicate either the person occupying the premises in question 
or the business transacted thereon, or advertising the prop- 
erty itself or any part thereof as for sale or to let and 
which contains no other advertising matter; and provided 
further that this by-law shall not apply to billboards, signs, 
or other advertising devices legally maintained at the time 
of its approval by the Attorney-General, until one year 
from the first day of July following such approval. 

Whoever violates any of the provisions of this by-law 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars ($100), and whoever after conviction for such vio- 
lation unlawfully maintains such billboard, sign, or other 
advertising device for twenty days thereafter shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars 
($500). 

If any provision of this by-law is declared unconstitu- 
tional or illegal by final judgment, order or decree of the 
Supreme Judicial Court of the Commonwealth, the valid- 
ity of the remaining provisions of this by-law shall not be 
affected thereby.
